KNOX REVEALS 3 ATTACKS WERE 
MADE IN RAID ON HAWAII 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., (lP—Secretary 


of Navy Frank Knox disclosed to- ' 
day Japan made three separate as- | 


saults upon Pearl Harbors on Dec. 
7 but the third one—two hours af- 
ter the first one—‘never got home” 
because army and _ navy forces | 
| then were ready to meet it. 


The Japanese now have “by far, 
the largest naval force in the west- |

Knox spoke at graduation exer- 
'cises for the mid-year class at the 
| United States naval academy. The 
‘class of 547 midshipmen was sched- 
uled for graduation next spring 
‘but the time was advanced because 
of the war.

Rumor Persists That 
Formosa “Earthquake” 
Was Bomber Plane Attack

Axis forces on two fronts rocked 
under British and Russian blows 
today while in the Far East Hong- 
kong’s valiant garrison fought a 
last-ditch battle against over- 
whelming odds. 
| In Africa and in Russia the axis 
was on the run. In the Far East 
Japanese forces were held at bay 
except at Hongkong where the 
British still held out despite hand- 
icaps which seemed to make ulti- 
'mate Japanese success inevitable. 


The Hongkong fighting now was 
going forward on the rocky seven- 


' mile island itself and London would 


admit little hope that the brave but 
outnumbered defenders would be 
able to continue the fight much 
| longer. 

The Japanese radio broadcast a 
‘claim that Japanese forces have 
been in control of Hongkong since 
9 p. m EST Thursday but there 
was no confirmation from London 
or any other source.

There was little hope that any 
aid would come to Hongkong al- 
though Chinese troops operating 
along the Canton-Kowloon line 
tried to impede the Japanese. 
Outside of Hongkong’s plight—a 
situation which had seemed inevit- 
able to military strategists from 
British and American forces seemed 
the start of the Japanese attack— 
to be trading blow for blow with 
the Japanese on fairly even terms. 
In the Philippines more indica- 
tions appeared that Japanese land 
operations have bogged down. Lieut. 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, com- 
mander of American forces, said 
the Japanese still were quiescent 
on land. More Japanese air attacks 
were carried out, including a day- 
light assault on the big U. S. Naval 
base of Cavite on Manila Bay. An- 
other attack was directed at Iloilo. 
Rumors spread in Manila that 
the big earthquake reported in 
Formosa by the Japanese was ac- 
tually a “bombquake.” Formosa is 
the main air base being employed 
by the Japanese for their Philip- 
pines attacks and it was suggested 
the damage and casualty attributed 
to the “earthquake” actually was 
inflicted by U. S. bombers.
